Examiner has identified two distinct inventions: 

I. Claims 1-16 and 31-46 drawn to a semiconductor device, classified in class 
257, subclass 368; and 

II. Claims 17-30 drawn to method of manufacturing a semiconductor device, 
classified in class 438, subclass 1+. 

Applicants hereby elect Group I, claims 1-16 and 31-46 in class 257, subclass 368 
without traverse. 

In addition, Examiner has identified four patentably distinct species: 
Species I, as shown in Figs. 1 A and IE; 
Species II, as shown in Figs. IB and IF; 
Species III, as shown in Figs. 1C; and 
Species IV, as shown in Figs. ID. 

Applicants hereby elect Species II as shown in Figs. IB and IF, which includes claims 
1-16 and 31-46 with traverse. Applicants do not disagree with Examiner that the 
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species shown in Figs. 1 A- IF are patentably distinct species; however, Applicants 
respectfully disagree with Examiner that claims 1-46 include claims directed to one of 
these patentably distinct species.
